GOSSIP OF THE TURF. 

As the time for the opening of the spring 
meeting of the Arkansas Jockey Club draws 
near the trainers at Clinton Park, Little 
Rock, are giving their horses all of the fast 
work that is possible, and when they are 
called to the post on the opening day, March 
23, there will be few that are not ready 
At a number of tracks this winter the train- 
ers have been handicapped to a great extent 
on account of the severe weather and frozen 
ground. In the Arkansas capital such has 
not been the case this year, for during the 
whole month of January' the mercury has 
hovered in the neighborhood of 70 degrees, 
and last month it was practically the same 
with the exception of one or two days. 

Some of the best two-year-olds the west 
has ever had were trained and wintered at 
Clinton Park. Miss Bennett, probably the 
best filly the b'g Memphis bookmaker ever 
owned, was given her early training at Clin- 
ton Park by Henry McDaniel. Bannockburn, 
winner of a number of big stakes, was taught 
to race there when “Umbrella Bill” McGuigan 
owned him. Ben Eder and I>ady Inez were 
also wintered and trained there as two-year- 
olds. 

The English Derby nominations for this 
year show a total of two hundred. In the 
opinion of some of the best authorities in 
England, it is therefore believed that the 
far-famed blue ribbon of the turf this year 
will have attracted more than ordinary in- 
terest. 

A notable feature of the entries is that only 
six fillies have been named, chief among these 
being Baroness La Fleche. 

Rock Sand, the present favorite, is down 
for all four engagements, and so are Flot- 
sam, Chaucer, Rebelais and Mead. Other 
notable colts entered in the Derby as well as 
the other three laces are, Comptroller, Fair- 
field, Gilbert, Handley, Martinet, Merry- 
Saint, Morgendale, Omar Khayyam, Per- 
silleur. Persistence, Playbill, Post Obit, 
St. Gerald, Songeraf, Uncle Reggie, Wag, 
William Rufus and Alceus. Acefull, the Dur- 
yea candidate, is nominated for the Derby 
only.

This injur>' Karrick thinks is not serious, but 
if the track is very deep and heavy, as now 
seems probable. Sheriff Bell is not likely to 
have much of a chance in the Derby. If he 
does not go Odom w'ill ride Witfull, which 
probably will be the favorite. 

James Robertson, who was suspended a 
few days ago at New Orleans for his incon- 
sistent running of Rosanco, will be permitted 
to start his colt in the Derby. In fact, as 
the race is a stake and a closed event, he 
could not be prevented legally from doing 
so. By permission of the stewards Rosanco 
was w'orked a handy mile after the races last 
Tuesday. 

Jockey Lindsey was conscious Tue.sday. 
His condition is so much improved that the 
doctors now believe he will recover. 

W. Karrick has sold his two-year-old colt 
Arnold K. to K. Trotter. 

W. W. Finn has shipped fourteen head from 
New Orleans to Little Rock for the meeting 
there. These are mostly horses bought by 
Finn at the Arnold & Co. sales. j 

E. E. Farley and M. J. Maloney have had 
a controversy over the services of jockey 
Foley. Maloney signed a contract with the 
boy’s aunt last year at Toronto, and claims 
that this contract was duly announced in 
the Racing Calendar. Farley alleged that he 
found the boy around the Latonia track 
last fall, thought he had jockey material in 
him, and sent an agent to Detroit, who 
signed a contract, which was duly sworn 
to before a notary, with the boy’s mother. 
The stewards decided that Farley was en- 
titled to the boy’s services. Foley has ridden 
some good races at Nev.- Orleans, notably on 
Versifier, and is a promising jockey. 

GOSSIP OF THE TURF. 

A winter race meeting of forty days' dur- 
ation will be conducted at Havana, Cuba, 
next st.ison. Such was the announcement 
made r rently at New Orleans. Coming from 
an authoritative source the declaration is 
attract!. ig the serious attention of horsemen 
in the s-.uth. Ja nes D. Cawthorne. a Havana 
citizen ostensibly, but in reality the repre- 
sentati'.i' of the winter passenger lines be- 
tween riiddle Sti.tes points and the Cnb.nn 
Capital, was a visitor at tlie track last Tues- 
day and incidental to the inspection of th<- 
Crescent City Jockey Club's plant unfolded 
the details of the scheme for the establish- 
ment of thoroughbred racing on the island. 

According to Cawthorne the racing plant 
of the Havana Sports and Racing Associa- 
tion, wliich failed so utterly in giving a 
m-eeting last winter, has been acquired by a 
new and strong syndicate, which proposes 
giving forty days’ racing with $400 purses 
and $1,200 handicaps. It has also secured 
rights nd special privileges for a foreign 
telegraphic service over the Havana- Florida 
coast c ,ble, which means the furnishing of 
its race results to American poolrooms. The 
present plan is to erect a first-class race 
course, with a steel grandstand, and a very 
fast traek. at an outlay of $150,000. The 
work of construction will jn’oceed at once, 
while a list of stakes wMll he presented to 
horsemen late in the present year. Agent 
Cawthorne thinks the period of the projected 
meeting will run from December 22 to Janu- 
ary 30, 1904. 

•’Havana is becoming a morefavtued winter 
resort for New Yorkers and easterners every 
year, and I feel assured of a great future for 
racing at Havana,” said Cawthorne in an 
interview. 

The difficulty between James Carruthers 
and Alexander Shields, the owners of Ad- 
vance Guard, has been adjusted. Shields is 
no-,v the sole owner of the famous “iron 
horse,” ns after a visit to Toronto on Fri- 
day he .succeeded in purchasing Carruthers’ 
interest for $8,750. ’fhe latter wanted $10,000, 
but finally came down a peg. Advance Guard 
will, therefore, not be sold by public auction, 
but will carry Shield’s colors in all of the big 
handicaps and other events for which he has 



been engaged. The settlement of the dispute 
in such an easy way will be a source of satis- 
faction to turfmen and followers of racing 
who had been led to believe that Advance 
Guard might be shut out of his engagements 
because of - his doubtful registration. With 
the disposal of his interest in Advance Guard, 
Carruthers retires from the turf temporarily 
at least. Shields is now the sole owner of a 
formidable stable in which Carruthers was 
formerly interested and which consists of Ad- 
vance Guard, Prince of Melbourne, Andy 
Williams, Hunter Raine, Zoroaster, Young 
Henry and a bunch of good two-year- 
olds, all of which have been wintering well 
at Bound Brook, N. J. 

One Crescent City Derby candidate has 
been disposed of by the announcement that 
Flocarline, Tichenor & Co.’s filly, who was 
counted on as a sure starter, would not be 
shipped to New Orleans. Bishop Poole, man- 
ager of the Tichenor string, said that he had 
abandoned the trip, and now J. W. Schorr is 
seriously considering keeping his two candi- 
dates, Rightful and Spencer Reif, in their 
stalls at Memphis. Whether the sudden im- 
provement in Witfull’s form at New Orleans 
or a letter from S. C. Hildreth, which stated 
“Witfull is right good now'; better not ship 
unless your colts are real good,” or the high 
water which confronts all trains below Mem- 
phis is responsible in the change in Tiche- 
nor’s and Schorr’s plans, is not known, but 
it is very doubtful if any three-year-old goes 
from Memphis to start in the Derby next 
Saturday. Spencer Reif worked six furongs 
in 1:19 last ivionday morning. Mr. Schorr 
said he would decide later about shipping 
Rightful. Bullman, the jockey who will ride 
him, will reach Memphis Wednesday morn- 
ing.
